Our accident will delay the enterprise, but will 
not defeat it; I consider it a settled fact, front all I 
have seen, teat it is perfectly practicable; it will 
M»v''. v beacc mplished. There U no iaauraaaMteble 
*aa ha« for a moment appeared, none that 

has shaken my faith in it iu the slightest degree. 
Mf report to the CVmpany as co-electrician wn 
everything ri^ht in that department; we Mt an 
1st trie current through till the moment of parting, 
so that electric connection was perfect; and yet the 
further we pud out the feebler were the currents, 
indicating a difficulty, which, however. I do not 
•••.-ider -it:. u>. while it is of a nature to require 
attentive in\ estigation. 

This seems to us rather indefinite, and we cannot 
laelp thinking it calculated to throw- some djubt 
ujwn the success of the great enterprise. Professor 
Morse mvs. that, the further the submarine cable 
was paid out. the feebler the electric currents be- 
tmie, "indicating a difficulty," which, though he 
does not think it "serious," he regards as "of a ua- 
tu e to MM riMM iivettigation." 

The Professor does not say whether the diminu- 
t:oa of the strength of the curreuts was in such a 
ratio that th ; y would be likely to cease altogether 
when or before the cable should be extended fiom 
ontinent to continent, but we fear this is what he 
The electric currents, before the commence 
t of the laying down of the cable, were re]>eat 
edly sent throughout its entire length of two thou 
sand miles, and we have been under the impression 
that the fact mm at that time esta' dished, or supposed 
to be established by actual esi«riment, that they 
could be transmitted under water even letter than 
abare; but we presume, that, if Mr. Morse did not 
tidak, from his observations during the paying out 
qflpetweei: three and four hundred miles of the 
cable, that the strength of the currents diminished 
more rapidly under water than above, and dimmish 
e i so rapidly that there wm danger of their not 
pvssing at all through a submarine extent of two 
t'lousand miles, he would not say that he considered 
tbe diminution a difficulty "of a nature to require 
attentive investigation." 

If the electricity will not pass under water through 
two thousand miles of such cable as the Company 
recently commenced laying down, we cannot escape 
the apprehension that the difficulty is without reme- 
dy. Indeed, we cannot conceive a remedy. The 
insulation cf the broken wire was undoubtedly as 
perfect as human art can make it, and. if the trouble 
of the weakening of the electrical currents could be 
orercome by batteries of increased power, M*. 
Morse would scarcely be justified in saying that the 
trouble is "of a nature to require attentive invest 
gitiou."

In the latter district the revolt of a couple 
of regiments had been summarily punished by the 
I brilliant operations of Brigadier Nicholson, who, with 
a flying column of infantry had caught, beaten, and 
scattered the mutineers. The scene of Asiatic vil- 
lainy and British endurance is still confined to the 
North Western Provinces, where the four great 
cities of Delhi, Agra, Lucknow, and Caw -11 pore sup- 
I ply so many centres of interest to thousands of 
British hearts. That the regular assault upon Del- 
hi should have been still deferred will create no as- 
tonishment, and, indeed, no regret, when it is con- 
sidered that the comparatively small army which 
would be thus plunged into the labyrinths of a 
populous city constitutes the chief force on which, 
until the arrival of succors, the ascendancy of the 
British Government must depend. It is encoura- 
ging, however, to learn that in every single in- 
stance the sorties of the swarming desperadoes 
from the city have been repulsed; that the British 
camp is healthy and well supplied; that our Ghoor- 
ka and Punjab auxiliaries conduct themselves with 
admirable fidelity and valor, and that thejhour can- 
not be long retarded in which deeds of unspeaka- 
ble horror shall be matched by a retribution as 
fearful and as stern.

The India KeinJ orcements. — It was on Saturday, 
the 27th of June, that the curt and scarcely credible 
communications of the telegraph first announced to 
the country that the mutiny of the Bengal army 
had assumed the characteristics now but too well 
known. On Wednesday, the 1st of July, the stream 
of reinforcements from these shores to" Calcutta set 
steadily out, and from that hour to the present it has 
flowed on continuously and with so sustained and 
even accelerated a current that we scarcely know 
where to look for any similar example. On a sin- 
gle day in July — the 21st — six vessels left these 
l o..sts.'< r.u\e>iv"g 1,700 troops; and the whole mini- 
ber of ships dispatched during that month was 29 — 
all but two for every successive d<y. The month 
whrh terminated yesterday witnes-ed redoubled 
efforts, as the energies of the country rose promptly 
to the level of the exigencies which each mail an- 
nounced. In the aggregate, we dispatched to the 
East in July about 9,000 troops; in August we sent 
upwards of 15,000, and in ships of greater size and 
swiftness than before. In the 29 vessels departing 
during July there was only a single steamer; in the 
28 which followed in August there were no fewer 
than 17. Tho.-e readers — and there will doubtless 
be many — whose interests will carry them through 
the details of these statistics, will find the informa- 
tion very- intelligibly tabulated in another column 
of our imj MM this morning. 

Some 25,000 soldiers, it will be seen, have left 
i England for India since the 1st of July last, irrespec- 
tively of all those reinforcements w hich have been 
assembled at Calcutta from other parts of our Eas- 
tern dominions, or drawn from our other colonies or 
expeditions. If it is rememt>ered that these efforts 
\ have been made with a peace establishment, and 
immediately after a considerable reduction of our 
military resources, the result, we think, will assume 
an u.-jieet by no means unsatisfactory, and Will show- 
how very effective a counterpoise will shortly be 
provided for those mutinous battalions whose "suc- 
cessive treasons we yesterday catalogued. When 
the first keel of this fleet enters the waters of the 
n p r Hooghlv our anxieties for the safety of our country- 
men will be approaching their close, for the torrent 
of steel will then be setting in with an unbroken 
and irresistible flood. If, indeed, between 60 and 70 
days may possibly suffice, under favorable condi- 
tions, to carry a good ship from Portsmouth to Cal- 
cutta, the desired hour must even now be at hand;

— We announced on Friday 
the failure of the well-known house of Philip Allen 
ft Sons, of Providence, R. L, and al->o of Zachariah 
Allen, of the siine place We understand that the 
Elm Street Company aho sus]>ended payment on the 
same day. Messrs. Philip Allen & Sons are know n 
throughout the country as among t lie largest and 
most respectable manufacturers of calico piints in 
the United States. The senior partner of the firm 
was formeily Governor of Rhode Island, and is now 
in the United States Senate, and lias been in active 
and successful business for more tlian half a centu- 
ry. Their liabilities are immense, amounting to 
about $1,200,000. The liabilities of Zachariah Al- 
len are reported as about $500,000. Of the liabili- 
ties of the Elm Street Company we are not informed. 
The suspension of the Rhode Island manufacturers 
was on account of large failures in New York. 

We regret to hear, also, of the suspension, on 
.Saturday, of two well-known and respectable Bos- 
ton houses — Eaton, Hill, & Candler, and William F. 
Freeman, both importers of, and large dealers in, 
dye stuffs and chemicals. The liabilities of either 
of these houses probably will not exceed $200,000. 
Mr. F. has a large establishment at Watertown, 
for the manufacture of dyewoods, and has l>een in 
successful business for a number of years. Messrs. 
Eaton, Hill, & Candler are hard-working and enter- 
prising young men, and have done a successful and 
very extensive business. Their failure in such dis- 
astrous times should be no discouragement, and its 
effect cannot be permaneut. They have the hearty 
sympathy of many friends.— fioston Traveller.

We learn from Dr. A. J. Holliday, of Brownsville, 
Nebraska Territory, that a gentleman from Mis- 
souri by the name of Myers discovered near that 
place, on Saturday last, three negroes skulking 
through the bush. " Satisfied from their actions that 
they were runaways, he went to Brownsville, re- 
ported what he had seen, and a company was soon 
in pursuit of them. The negroes, w ho were conceal- 
ed in a hazel thicket, discovered the party approach- 
ing and prepared to offer determine i resistance. Mr. 
Myers, who was in the advance of the party pointing 
out the spot where he had seen them, was shot tw ice 
by the negroes, and afterward beaten over the head 
in a brutal manner. He lived but twenty minutes 
after he was shot. The negroes after the first tire 
fled, but were pursued and fired upon by the other 
party. Mr. Davis, of Brownsville, came up with 
one of them, a large mulatto-colored fellow, who 
appeared to be the leader of the runaways, and the 
one who first shot Myer^, when a hand-to-hand en- 
counter took place. Several shots were fired by each, 
and the negro, receiving a severe w ound in the arm, 
turned and attempted to escape by jumping in the 
river; his wounded arm being used- ss. he came near 
drowning, and Mr. Dfevk, discovering him in a help- 
less condition, pulled him out and secured him. The 
other two negroes escaped, but were being pursued 
by three gentlemen of Brownsville.

From Leavenworth we have dates to the 10th, 
where, it is said, news is as scarce as money in St. 
Ixmis — an extreme case. Politics were quiet there, 
murders none, though one has been rejx'rted, and 
there was a chance of hanging one or two men 
for it. 

Leavenworth is said to 1* a growing city, and 
bids fair to be of considerable importance. Rents 
are stated to be higher than on Fourth street. St. 
Louis. 

Our correspondent writes: "The officers consti- 
tuting the Utah Territorial Government have not 
yet started, though at one time they were on the 
point of doing so, and were only stopped by an or- 
der from the War Department. Five hundred of- 
ficers and soldiers yesterday sat out for New Mex- 
ico. Col. Johnson of Texas is to take command 
of the Utah expedition instead of Gen. Harney. 
.Many reports come in here in relation tot'.ie threats 
of the Mormons, but they are all, no doubt, much 
exaggerated. The hardest thills that has been said 
is contained in the Salt Lake Ntws of a late data: 
"And as to the othcers appointed bj government for 
Territories, though such appointments are but arbi- 
trary and unconstitutional relics of colonial usage, 
still should any come to Utah and demean them- 
:elves like true gentlemen and eoniine their official 
acts to their legitimate channels, they will find their 
offices to partake more of the Mtue of mere sin'- 
curti than i:i any pLce they have ever ietn, heard, 
or read of. And in addition to the most urbane 
treatment in our midst, if they need assistance to 
help them in, and will only guarantee that they will 
• carry out the above specilieu line of proper conduct, 
all the necesstiry assistance will be promptly extend- 
ed to them. But poor, miserable curses aie not 
wanted here, and all such characters will find the 
mountain retreats of the Saints too hot for th- ir 
couifort, for we have already endured their insults, 
abuse, and corruptions as long as human nature 
can bear." 

Even these declarations will hardly intimid ite 
the Territorial officers from making a journey to the 
"home of the Saints.'' As soon as the Colonel com- 
manding arrives, the expedition will move forwurd, 
but even then forced marches will h ive to be made 
in order to reach Salt Lake Valley before the win- 
ter sets in.

The St. Joseph Journal of the 10th gives an ac- 
count of a light between Col. Sumner's command 
and a band of Indians, aUmt-the middle of August, 
on the Arkansas river.

The Ohio and Indiana State banks are taken at W 
to H diseount, and one of the bankers takes them 
at par from his customers. 

The minimum rate for Indiana and Illinois free 
bank paper is 2 per cent, discount, but the Illinois 
is more generally 5 per cent, discount. 

There were unfavorable reports circulated yester- 
day in regard to one of the free banks in Indianapo- 
lis, but they are not yet sufficiently authenticated.
